He completed the outline of his 
speech yesterday and on the subject of 
the principal issues his ideas are well 
formulated.

Good Government." ' It will begin with 
a review of the history of the Republi- 
can party nnd a vindication of its prin- 
ciples in the' general prosperity

velt will be recognized and honored as 
an instrument in awakening the con- 
Bcioncc of the nation to the necessity of 
honesty in politics and business, and this 
awakening, Mr. Taft will say, he pro- 
poses, if elected, to crystallize into laws 
which will strengthen and perpetuate the 
processes of business upon the one hand 
and reduce tho possibility of commer- 
cial wrongs on the other. 


His discusnion of the Democratic plank 


providing for physical valuation of rail 
roads will be statistical and commercial 
Ho will assert the utter futility of such 
an effort and will charge that its end is 
tho pet theory of Mr. Bryan, which

flood of immediate relief; namely, the

Taft Repudiates Statement. 


HOT SPRINGS, Va., July 13.—Wil- 


liam H. Taft was shown the-statement 
given out by the industrial headquar- 
ters in Chicago concerning the "anti- 
injunction plank" of 
the 
Republican 


platform adopted at Chicago. 


"I know nothing of the statement to 


which you refer," said Mr. Taft. 
"My 


views 'on the subject of injunctions have 
been expressed in my judicial opinions 
and in my political speeches and public 
addresses, but I have neither made nor 
authorized on my behalf any expression 
on the subject since the Chicago con- 
vention. 
What may be said by some 


advocate of mine, based on my opinions 
or mv speeches, of course I cannot say, 
and could not now be expected to com- 
ment on. I expect to treat of tho gen- 
eral subject in my speech and letter of 
acceptance." 


Taft a Golf Enthusiast. 


Mr. Taft went out on the golf links 


today and played 18 holes. lie proposes 
to play every day while at Hot Springs, 
and it is not likely that anything that 
he will have to do will interfere with the 
game. "I play golf just as I would take 
medicine," ho said, ia referring to his 
egular visits to the links. 
' After he returned from the links to- 
ay, he went to his ofi'ice and was clos- 
ted 'with hia secretary beginning the 
ictation of a portion of his speech. The 
ntire day was not devoted to this work 
s there were many letters to receive his 
personal attention. 
His mail now con- 


ists of about 150 letters daily. 


One of tho most interesting portions 


if the speech-of'acceptance will be Mr. 
Waft's reference to tho injunction plank 
i'f the Republican platform, adopted at 
Chicago. He will make his position on 
.hat subject very clear,-it isTsaid.- 'The 
-peeeh will not be a long one, but will 
ouch upon all of the vital issues of the 
lampaign.

The likelihood of having the street 


car franchise matter submitted to the 
people will probably be obviated as tho 
result of a letter from John I. Beggs re- 
ceived by the mayor today, in which ha 
offers to grant most of the things de- 
manded in the recent protest filed by the 
Trades and Labor Council to the city 
council. The letter today was the result 
of conferences between the Racine offi- 
cials and Mr. Beggs, in which all sides 
sought to reach an amicable settlement 
of the termination of the franchise. Both 
City Attorney Burgess and other attor- 
neys declared that the effect of a lawsuit 
over the franchises, would be problemati- 
cal and all advised an amicable settle- 
ment if one could be reached. The fol- 
lowing is a portion of the letter from 
the street railway magnate. 


Will pay f°r Bridge. 


"We agree to pay to the city of Racine 


the sum of four thousand seven hundred 
and eight'and 60-100 dollars ($4,703.60)', 
as a contribution toward the reconstruc- 
tion 
of the Main stret bridge; 
this 


amount we will be prepared to pay with- 
in a few days after the franchise has 
been signed by you and published in ac- 
cordance with the law. 


"We agree to place conductors on the 


Park avenue and North Main street lines 
respectively, as soon as the gross earn- 
ings of these lines regularly averages 
$1,50 per car hour. 


"We will arrange to give transfers 


from our Washington avenue^line and 
our West Sixth street line at Mound 
cemetery in Racina to all passengers 
boarding cars west of the Chicago and 
Northwestern 
railway tracks on the 


Washington avenue line to all passengers 
boarding cars west of the Root river on 
the West Sixth stret line, upon their 
making request for transfers at the time 
of paying fare. This system of trans- 
fers we will endeavor to have worded out 
and put into effect some -time during the 
month of August next. 


Six Fares for Quarter. 


"Beginning January 1st, 1910 we agree 


to sell six tickets for 25 cents, said tick- 
ets to be good during two hours in the 
morning and two hour's in the evening 
while people are going to and from their 
work, the time for which the tickets 
shall be good morning and evening to be 
mutually agreed upon between the hon-

Was Much Hotter Inland. 


It being Saturday half holiday, many 


of the stores and factories closed down 
even before noon, the offices and shops 
being too sweltering to admit of any 
human labor. With .the noon hour came 
a general exodus, a large number of peo- 
ple, seeking country and lake resorts in 
the hopes of securing relief. Many of 
these report, however, that the ther- 
mometer near the inland lakes and away 
from Michigan was even higher and a 
greater degree of suffering is reported 
away from Racine than in this city.

signal for a wild demonstration, "quai- 
ling in turbulence, if not in duration, tho 
record breaking display which on Wed- 
nesday afternoon greeted the first men- 
tion of Mr. Bryan's name in the conven- 
tion. 


The scene within the amphitheater at 


tho moment the nomination was made 
was 
one of stirring animation. From 


pit to dome the vast building wns pack- 
ed with ten thousand people, thinned out 
in the remoter galleries nfter hours of 
waiting and the intense discomforts of 
the hot night. 


A Grand Spectacle. 


It was a spectnele of grandiose pro- 


portions—tier on tier and gallery on gal- 
lery of agitated forms, the women in 
white, the delegates massed below, mnny 
of them coalle.ss, a myriad of fans flut- 
tering to combat the stilling heat and 


atmosphere of this long pent-up 


exuberant 
multitude, ever ready 
to 


spring into feverish outbreaks of en- 
thusiasm, and everywhere the blaze of 
flags, bunting and patriotic devices and 
the enveloping folds of Old Glory. Twice 
before the throng hnd been moved into a 
mad ecstacy first by the speech placing 


Commanche warwhoops with the added 


^ din of shrieking horns, the roar of meg- 


aphonc3. and ^ gtnl,ng of the band 
plaving an exultant anthem. 


When for a moment order could be 


the name of Bryan in nomination and 
again when that of Gov. Johnson'of Min- 
nesota was proposed: but these mumfgfr- 
taticms paled before the culminating out- 
burnt of emotion. 


. A Bedlam-of Sound. 


As the, announcement of the Nebrns- 


kan's actual nomination was made, the 
whole assemblage rose en masse, waving 
flags, handkerchiefs, 
newspapers, hats 


wid coats, anything and everything which 


secured out of this tempestuous chaos of 
demonstration, state after state which 
had at first recorded its vote for John- 
son or .Gray fell into line with the over- 
mastering column and the nomination, 
was made unanimous and by acclama- 
tion. 


New York's 78 For Bryan. 


The taking of the. vote had been fol- 


lowed with breathless interest as state 
after state swelled the Bryan strength. 
When New York was reached in the call 
of states the announcement of Chief 
Murphy "Seventy-eight votes for Bry- 
nn," brought, out a wild outburst of en- 
thusiastic approval, which for a time 
compelled the suspension of the roll call. 
A further delay was caused by a demand 
for a poll of the Now York delegation. 
On this poll, many of the New York del- 
egates, including Judge Parker, the pres- 
idential nominee four years ago, remain- 
ed 
silent, the result disclosing: For 


Bryan, —; Johnson, —; Gray, —; but 
the entire 78 votes of the delegation were 
cast for Bryan under the "unit rule." 
Pennsylvania was similarly called, after 
sharp disagreement within the delega- 
tion, and the vote of Pennsylvania as 
finally cast was divided". 


Adjourns Just Before Dawn. 


The 
convention adjourned 
at 3:50 


o'clock this morning until 1 p. m., after 
having been in session continuously for 
more than eight hours. As the delegates 
and spectators left the hall, the echoes 
of enthusiasm continued to reverberate 
throughout the building, while crowds 
outside took up the shout and bore it 
along the dark and silent streets, awak- 
ening the city just as the first pale rays 
01" dawn were breaking in the past with 
the resounding chorr.s of "Bryan, Bryan, 
Brynn." 


At midnight after Gov. Haskell of Ok- 


lahoma had read the platform seconding 
speeches were resumed with a time limit 
of live minutes. 


Labored Sixty Hours. 


For nearly sixty hours the committee 


on resolutions as a whole or in sub-com- 
mittees were in practically continuous 
session at work upon the platform, and 
up to a very short time before midnight, 
the document was finally presented to 
the convention, its members 
wrestled 


with the momentous subjects concerning 
which they were charged with the fram- 
ing of the official utterances of the par- 
ty- 


Wording Changed Constantly. 


Whole planks were referred back to 


the sub-committee for redrafting, and 
even after what wns inteded to be the 
final draft was in the hands of the press

Cod to the Golden Gate, 
changes of 


phraseology were -made, sentences turn- 
ed about for more forceful expression; 
word by word and plank by plank in the 
platform was minutely scrutinized in the 
effort for clearness and perfection of ex- 
pression. 
When Chairman Haskcll fin- 


ally took it under his arm and jumped 
into an automobile for his flying trip Lo 
the waiting multitude, in the convention 
hall, the document that he bore was the 
unanimous expression of the committee; 
there was no smallest suggestion of a 
minority report. 


The plank on the trust question was 


the last to be adopted by the committee 
and it had been the subject of a long de- 
bate. 


Opinion of Bryan Quoted.

steps taken to add to the sanitary condi- 
tion of the jail. 


Can Hot Be Separated. 


Without a city lockup however, where 


temporary prisoners can be confined, the 
best of conditions can not be obtained in 
any jail. At present, these prisoners are 
kept in a separate quarter of the 'county 
jail, but these rooms are in great need,

THE TRACTION FRANCIH^KS 


It is now for the citizens of Racine to 


decide if they are willing the franchises 
of the Milwaukee aud Electric Traction 
corporation are to be continued until 
1042. It is now a matter of record that 
the original franchise expired 
in May 


with franchises on .additional streets giv- 
»n after their first grant expiring 1042. 
If this date is wrong it doesn't matter, for 
uny date fixed in municipal franchises as 
to corporations does not count. While 
the 
charter 
franchise 
read 
straight 


enough there was one section through 
Borne fault or some reason did not con- 
firm the dates given that the franchise 
was for so many years and expired there- 


' lore in May 100S. For this shakings 


of one section the astute 
Mr. 
Begga 


claimed , that it was 
perpetual. Of 


course this contention called for noiic'i; 
ind our municipal authorities took tins 
matter up, had good und competent le- 
jal advico which, said the franchise was 
not perpetual at all but dctermiuable as 
fixed in the franchise. 


The dispute w»nt on as did the cars 


roll along the tracks just the same. Con- 
fronting the city was the indifference of 
the people, the prospect of a long sharp 
legal fight,, and the sure prospect that 
ev<?n if the city could win or did win 
the new state utility law would on de- 


• mand turn city victory to ashes, Mayor 


Horlick and the council conferred with 
the railroad people and the result of the 
conferences was an agreement in which 
in consideration of certain things to be 
done by the railroad and payment of 
something like $4.000 on account of a 
Main street bridge, and after a while a 
lower rate on tickets, double tracking of 
their own tracks on defined areas, the 
city would extend the original franchise 
to correspond with the later franchise, 
the whole thing terminating in 1042 or 
thereabouts the date not making much 
difference anyway as something else will 
then come up to queer things. 


The matter is up to the people now. 


Not having interested themselves a great 
deal over the thing, really there is no use 
or oven sense in throwing things at the 
council and the Mayor. Probably if these 
had escorted the city into a handsome le- 
gal scrap costing money there would 
have been trouble, though it might have 
happened that a display for fight on the 
city's part might have deterred the as- 
tuc'o and insistent Mr. Bepgs on to some 
other line of resistenco. This could only 
tave then boen u resort to the state util- 
ity law and the securing of an indoterin- 


' inate franchise oblige the applying cor- 


poration to assent to a sale of its pro- 
perty to the municipality and the law

precisely tho same chance as any oJier 
citizen: the assurance the citizen cn- 
Eaccd in manufactures and trade shall 
in every particular ,-njoy precisely tho 
same rates, the same facilities and ad- 
vanta"cs as any of his competitors, shall 
in not a hair's breadth bo discriminated 
ugainst-thew are the vital the absoute 
essentials so necessary to be absolutely 


m These have nothing to do'with political 
platforms skillfully produced to advance 
political fortunes. The equality of the 
citizen, the extinction of every vestigo of 
trade discrimination still plainly visible; 
the extinction of convention rebates as 
best exhibited in conventions having long 
before the date every door barred against 
the independent thinking citizen, inde- 
pendent inside or outsiac party linos by 
the process of instructed delegates, these 
arc of more vital importance than 
thought by many. 
. 


As a digression our reformatory legis- 


latures might listen to the ground swell, 
tako note of whore the people live, and 
of their real needs. In some states de«- 
pitu the platforms of reforms, despite 
ihe agitation against'corporations and 
railroads and corporations, wo have seen 
reallv a strengthening of their hands as 
in our own state where very unnecessar- 
ily the rights of eminent domain have 
been conferred upon traction corporations 
and tho overhead wire corporations. These 
later rights were not enjoyed previous 
to 1904 and for what reason reform leg- 
islatures nud a governor absolutely con- 
trolling two-thirds of the members con- 
ferred more power instead of decreasing 
power is beyond guessing, perhaps they 
best know. 


Communities stand well helpless be- 


fore grasping service corporations. Or- 
dinances and charters arc disregarded 
and expiring franchises are deftly caught 
up and presto change, the community is 
out of it, and the state utility law says 
hands off. 


It is not advancing upon progressive 


lines as the pretension in. This can of 
course only enroll us with Populism and 
rank socialism in due time. Thus the in- 
come tax, and it is not saying an in- 
come measure of equity, if carried out as 
is outlined is no advancement, and if it 
ended here, might be a measure of- right. 
Hut our reformers demand still further 
advancing, they demand parties move up 
with thorn, and so undoubtedly tho next 
advance will 'be somo party demanding 
those incomes be partitioned oft :or di- 
vision. As it is said every four years 
there is nn advance, possibly in tho next 
eight, a bunch of reformers will be tit- 
ting in those conventions demanding en 
oqvuil/diviaion of things. 


Let us much rather consider that the 


needs arc not socialism, but the bringing 
about of some way by which the swollen 
rich shall obey laws now being broken 
that is by sonic of them, not all. Let us 
have assured tho laws shall be impar- 
tially enforced; assurance service corpor 
ations shall obey every regulative law 
and their charters and the ordinances 
Assiirnnco franchises shall bo paid for in, 
biibstantial form instead of aa now prac-' 


CAN REMOVE ILL FEELING 


The law abiding and self 
respecting 


automobilists and 
chauffeurs will bid 


God speed to city authorities who make 
the serious effort to check unsafe rates 
of speed and appiy a fitting remedy to ail 
offenders against the 
very reasonable 


laws now existing. In Chicago especially 
there seems to be a sot of chauffeurs and 
antoists delighting in 
defying 
proper 


safety laws and it is from this class by 
a large majority where all tho fatahties 
and injuries originate and are inflicted. 
There have been numerous killings &y 
reckless chauffeurs in Chicago of people 
in nowise at fault, and the worst of it 
is these auto killers on inflicting injury 
or death' seek safety in flight, and as 
generally they are violating the speed 
rules as has been noticed in 
passing 


through our city, their swift 
motion 


speedily removes them from sight suffi- 
cient for identification. A number of 
just cases have been reported from Chi- 
cago, several never being 
found out. 


Where identification has followed later 
tho Chicago papers may be examined m 
vain to ascertain if any fitting punish- 
ment was ever inflicted. 


Probably the cause of the great dislike 


to autoniobilists existing on part of 
many of tho public and more especially 
=n the country, is caused by the indiffer- 
ence of only too many of the tourists as 
to'the safety of people on 
the 
road 


driving horses. Again in cases whore in- 
juries have been inflicted there has been 
an indifference that'has caused many 
times great hostile feeling. In the cities 
in'difference is shown certainly not by all 
operators of automobiles but by suffi- 
cient numbers in turning corners espec- 
ially that has caused some feeling. But 
gratifying to say as time passes owners 
of automobiles are evincing a higher 
sens!; of responsibility towards the pub- 
lic, and the time may soon arrive when 
all' operators and owners of these road 
machines will recognize that their gener- 
ally high powerod machines in truth con- 
stitutes them road locomotives and there- 
fore entitling the public to 
the 
most 


considerate treatment from them and the 
due observance of all regulative laws 
and ordinances. Owners and operators of 
road machines have it within their own 
power to remove much of the unpleasant- 
ness now existing among the masses who 
can never hope to own these horseless af- 
fairs, or even if they could, prefer the 
much more manageable horse. Peace and 
aminity between auto and public may be 
easily secured. 


The Evening Wisconsin of Milwaukee 


lately had a well tempered editorial on 
this "subject and cited tho Seattle case. 
This was that wherein a millionaire lum- 
berman was charged with running over 
a. girl with his automobile, the girl being 
killed. He was taken in, charged, tried, 
found guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree; the law fixing tho punishment in 
this degree with a 85,000 fine and im- 
prisonment for a period of one to twen- 
ty years. The conviction was had under 
the now state law which makes killing 
by an automobile a crime. As this paper 
says there are automobilists who observe 
rules of the road and are careful and 
never run the risk of running down peo- 
ple, while, there are others utterly rock- 
less "unless reminded that tho 
public 


has rights which they must 
respect." 


They are those not mindful of the safety 
of pedestrians not wilful, simply care-, 
less. The Wisconsin says in closing: 


"The rate at which Some of them nin 


by street cars standing to tako passen- 
gers on down-town streets is often «o 
rapid as to make nervous people afraid 
to leave the curb. 
When a group of 


people entering a street car is in the 
way of an automobile, the automobile 
should stop—the chauffeur has no right 
to force an opening by charging into the 
crowd as if he deliberately intended to 
run people down. Yet the latter course 
s the one which ho usually takes by 
ireference, regardless of tho reflection 
.hat this is a country in which majority 
rule and tho greatest good of the greatest 
number ha.ve the sanction of the funda- 
mental law. 


"Sooner or later the American people 


overywherc! will seriously address them- 
selves to the problem of protection from 
the speed mnniac. The Seattle example 
meantime will have a wholesome influ- 
ence beyond the borders o'f the state in 
which it has boon made."

So' it went out in this 
shape with no notification whatever and 
some other paper or agency seeing, or 
thinking it was not copyrighted, used it 
without permission. The matter was 
taken up by the owners of the copyright 
and the paper or agency although it was 
entirely innocent in the matter, was 
forced'to pay heavy damages. • This is 
what every citizen is exposed to and it 
is law, but in the opinion 
of 
many: 


mighty poor sort of law and justice 
A perpetual copyright law would set up 
blackmailing operators in every coun- 
try who had such a. law. 


What some member of congress oughl 


to do who cares anything about where 
people live, is to introduce and urge a 
law which will provide unless copyright 
notification 
accompanies every copy- 


righted 
article 
there 
shall be no 


punishment for infringement. Machin- 
ery is patented and no one would for a 
moment sell an article in the market 
that was patented without ample notice 
in form of lettering that could not' be 
misread, that the article or machine had 
patent rights. It assuredly should be 
the same with books and papers ana all 
literature. 


There would easily bo a remedy where 


the original publishers of copyrighted ar- 
ticles failed to comply with agreement 
and have the copyright words on, for 
the law in excusing innocent msers of 
the matter where no notice has been 
given, could easily get at the publisher 
who hod neglected to comply with his 
agreements and thereby led others into 
innocently again using 
the 
material.

A laundry trust down in St. Louis has 


been attacked with all the engineery of 
the law possessed by the state and com- 
pletely and entirely routed. The cause 
of the enmity of the state was that 
charged with conspiring together to have 
a common price list. Now .there are peo- 
ple saying it is time the law ended such 
foolishness as making one lot of people 
trouble and for a whole lot of other peo- 
ple no trouble. These say all 
agree- 


ments on price lists exist everywhere, 
and in every community associations lo- 
cal in their nature have thus agreed 
upon charges. St. Louis probably has 
dozens of these local combinations, but 
nothing is said about these. So long as 
concerns preserve their separate entities, 
and leave every customer alone as to his 
or her preferences, and permit the laun- 
dry trade a free range, no harm is done, 
but of course if tricks are played upon 
people and their free choice of laundries 
interfered with, then the law may seize 
the offending ones. 


In many communities as in Racine 


agreements may be seen posted 
up 


wherein local concerns or local men in- 
terested in home business have formed a 
common charge for similar services, but 
such certainly IB no offense against the 
law so long as concerns or individuals 
do not in any manner conspire to inter- 
fere with the individual, corporation or 
firm as to his or her choice of where to 
deal or whom to patronize. 


Missouri is one of the states that has 


declared open war upon great corpora- 
tions, that unquestionably and undeni- 
ably are trusts in every sense of the 
word. Trusts that do not hesitate a mo- 
ment to destroy the business of competi- 
tors, and trusts that have received ille- 
gal 'rail preferences and doubtless arc 
yet receiving them under various dis- 
guises. Yet Missouri does nothing to 
the purpose, has done nothing and to all 
appearances does not intend doing any- 
thing 
This is to say not that the state 


has not started suits in the courts, but 
euch suits have not amounted to but 
very little and great trusts yet do busi- 
ness in the state despite the feeble at- 
tempts to pester them. ; 


The laundrymcn however, forming a 


local charge list are hauled in and duly 
branded. On a par with government pur- 
suing the ice men. But conl rapacious 
trusts, octopus oil trusts, commanding 
steel trusts, tobacco and paper trusts and 
various others continue and bid fair to 
continue, for laws and courts^are weak. 


It IT A STRADDLING GAME 


It seems the injunction plank is being 


handled as gingerly by those concerned 
in platform making at Denver as it was 
by those Republicans at Chicago,. There 
are just as many prominent Democrats 
kicking against any surrender 
to Mr.

If therefore 


such a program is followed and there are 
some pretty shrewd gum shoe politicians 
in Bryan's party, it will only be of a 
similar exhibition to straddling perform- 
ances of the past. 


Now the real situation at Denver un- 


doubtedly is that the Democrats, not the 
Populists in the party, are not inclined 
to be any more pronounced as to injunc- 
tions than was the Republican conven- 
tion. So the arrangement is very prob- 
able that the convention plank will not 
be too radical leaving the candidate to be 
as radical as he pleases and to say as a 
proof he did not run th(. convention, that 
he could not control this plank. Thus 
the game would be played to an ad- 
miring audience and to one, who saw 
clearly through the trick. It might place 
the Democratic party in rather on un- 
pleasant position with a. part 
of 
the 


voters, but then the party is perfectly 
used to being in 
unpleasant 
predica- 


ments and won't mind. 


The candidate and party may be in- 


consistent, but that ir, nothing for the 
existence of the Democratic party itself 
is one of the inconsistent things noticed 
by the country. 


IS IT NOT A DCTT? 


The Republican party owes a duty to 


its principles and as a measure at least 
of reparation, to in the next congress in- 
stitute measures for the enforcement of 
the 
constitutional 
amendment 
which 


provides whenever the suffrage is reduc- 
ed in any state for any cause except 
crime, insanity, or treason, the congres- 
sional apportionment shall be reduced in 
proportion. 


It is not possible, nor is it probable nor 


desirable that at this late date the Re- 
publican party enact a force law apply- 
ing to states reducing suffrage rights or 
by frauds reducing the suffrage, but it 
can and should proceed upon strictly con- 
stitutional lines, and inaugurate meas- 
ures to reduce the congressional appor- 
tionment in every state that has reduc- 
ed suffrage rights. Thus if Mississippi 
has deprived 200,000 citizens of the suf- 
frage of legal age and not in the legally 
excepted classes, this 200,000 would be 
deducted from the total number of pop- 
ulation from which the number of con- 
gressmen is deduced.

UNIFORM MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


IAWS 


A movement is again announced on 


foot having for the direct purpose uni- 
form divorces. The 
new 
association 


composed of churchly authorities asks for 
a, uniform law which will say that di- 
vorces shall not be granted in any one 
state that would not also constitute a 
legal cause in the state from which the 
applicant or applicants came. Nothing is 
said however, as to a uniform marriage 
law, and most people have conceived that 
tho two should be coupled together. Prob- 
ably a feature of publicity could be ad- 
ded securing the best of results. 


This publicity feature should require 


all courts issuing divorce decrees to hear 
the cases in open court and to post any 
decrees precisely as nre sheriff's sales at 
present, and for a legal publication in 
some paper or papers. Further, re-mar- 
rinpes should be forbidden to the one re- 
ceiving decree within a period less than 
two years nnd for the other party a 
period of one year.

most divorce cases is o wrong to the 
general public. Then no state should 
permit marriages unless with a stated 
license and if a five day period was re- 
quired as in this state between issue of 
license nnd rnnrringe, it would be good 
public policy.

or Rate Increase. 


>*BW YORK, July 10.—That the rail- 


roads of the United States could not 
lower the wages of their employes with- 
out bringing on a strike which would 
paralyze the country, for months, and 
that an increase in freight rates by the 
railroads in the west as well as in the 
east cannot be avoided if the railroads 
are to continue to meet the demands up- 
on them, is the view expressed by E. P. 
Ripley, president of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe railroad. To this 
Mr. Ripley added that most of the rail- 
roads of this country are mere imita- 
tions of railroads, sentiment. which has 
great interest coming as it does from the 
head of one of the foremost roads in the 


Public Sentiment the Same. 


• Public sentiment toward the railroads, 
generally speaking, 
President 
Ripley 


said, "lias not undergone any change for 
the better. Here and there some are 
found who express the view that public 
feeling has gone too far, but nothing 
tangible in the way of improved public 
sentiment has developed, nothing which 
might lead to the repeal of some of the 
laws effecting the railroads adversely. 
The railroads in the -west have been con- 
sidering the question' of an increase in 
freight rates. I am in thorough accord 
in this matter with the position taken by 
Mr. W. C. Brown'of the New Yqrk Cen- 
tral that -wages will have to come down 
or rates be increased. But the wages of 
railroad employes could not be reduced 
without bringing on a 
strike 
which 


would paralyze' the country for months. 
The only thing left seems to be to in- 
crease rates. 


' Roads Skimpily Built. 


-'The fact is thai, with few exceptions, 


the railroads in this country are merely 
imitations of railroads. They are skimp- 
ily built and have all kinds of money 
spent for the protection of life and prop- 
erty, and to handle the business in- 
trusted to them a* the public demands 
that it shall be handled. For this new 
capital must be raised, and the only 
thing for those who use the railroads to 
do is to pay for all this or give'up the 
use of the railroads. The consumer must 
pay the cost. An increase in net income 
to provide for this new capital is eascn-
